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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to part (3) of claim 1 and the amendment to part (4) of claim 26 raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: In response to Applicant's assertion that the final office action was improper because the limitations "by 
securing at leazst one nut...", "said at least one screw being configured such that it is loosely disposed in said at least one screw hole 
prior to fastening of said clamping means", and "...by securing said at least one nut to said at least one screw", added to independent 
claims 1,13 and 26, should have been reasonably expected to be claimed, the Examiner disagrees. Of the 29 original claims, none of 
these limitations were presented in any independent or dependent claim. Applicant had twenty-nine claims to present these limitations but 
only chose to add them after an office action with a reference applied to the claims was issued. It seems clear that Applicant made these 
amendments to distinguish the claims over the applied reference (Cohen et al). This is also supported by the fact that Applicant 
references these limitations and/or the claims "as amended" in his arguments against Cohen et al presented with the amendment. 
Accordingly, the Examiner submits that the finality of the rejection is proper. 
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
